tion Agsinst Increasing Second 
Class Postal Rates. 
WASHINGTON, June 4—After sev- 
eral hours’ discussion of how newspa- 
pers, Magazines and other publications 
Shall be taxed for war purposes, the 
Senate Finance Committee today adopt- 
ed a resolution against increasing sec- 
ond-class postage rates and in favor of 
levying a direct flat 2 per cent tax 
upon advertising receipts. 
The Aecision was tentative, but is ex- 
rected to stand. 
Only one member of the committee 
voted against the resolution. Chaitriian 
Simmons announced that the vote was 
inerely to gain a concrete expression*®of 
committee sentiment and to that ex 
tent* was tentative and is -dven to, fur- 
ther reconsideration. Other Senators, 
however, stated that with such an over- 
whelming vote it was believed that the 
2 per cent advertising tax would be 
finally adopted. Revenue of 315,000,009 is 
estimated 
In voting on the adyertising tax ques- 
tion the committee considered but post- 
poned a decision upon exempting news- 
papers and other publications whose «an- 
nual advertising receipts are less than 
$2000. 


NEW NAMES ARE ANNOUNCED

Most of Them Are of Coast Towns or 
Cities Which Have Connection 
With the Navy. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today that the names 
of the seized German ships assigned to 
the navy have been changed as follows: 
Geier to Schurz, Breslau to Bridgeport, 
Kiel to Camden, Liebenfels to Houston, 
Saxonia to Savannah, Vogensen to Quin- 
cy, Nic&aria to Pensacola, Odenwald to 
Newport News, Hohenfelde to Long 
Beach, Frieda Leonhardt to Astoria, An- 
dromeda to Bath, Rddolf Blumberg to 
Beaufort, President to Kittery, Lack- 
sun to Gulfport. 

Most of the new nanies of the vessels 
are of coast towns and cities which 
have some connection. with the navy. 
The Geier, the gunboat interned at Hon- 
olulu, is renamed for Carl Schurz, the 
famous German-American soldier. 

The Liebenfels, now the Houston. 
was sunk in Charleston Harbor when 
the United States broke off relations 
with Germay. 


GERMAN CROPS NOW SHOW 
FAIRLY SATISFACTORY CONDITION 


Hot May, With Half Normal Hain- 
fall, Brought on the Grain, De- | 
spite Belated see: 
COPENHAGEN, June 4.—The Gerrnan 
crops now show a fairly satisfactory 
condition, according to German reports, 
particularly in Southern and Western 
Germany, aithough plenty of rain cuon- 
tinues to be the earnest desire of the 
farmers. The hot, dry weather during 
May—the dryest May in 16 years, with 
a rainfall barely half of the normze) - 
brought in the grain crop so rapidly 
that the farmers in Southern and West- 
ern Germany are reckoning upun the 
harvest at the usual date, notwithstand- 
ing the greatly belated spring. Another 

dry period is predicted. 

The Government has made arran:je- 
ments to rush the early potatoes tu mar- 
ket and has ordered a census tw dcter- 
mine the acreage and probable date of 
ripening of each individual patch.

Finance Committee Adopts Resolu- | Both Sides to Prevent Any 


DIVORCE DENIED 10 
NOLKER; WIFE GETS 
SOU00 SUNT COSTS 


Judge Holds He Was Not Such 
a Husband as to Entitle 
Him to a Release. 


»NO CROSS BILL IN CASE 


“Sufficient False Swearing on 
Relief to Either Party.” 


Judge Cave, in the a SOG to- 
day, denied a divorce to Robert E. Nol- 
ker’in his suit against Pearl Elizabeth 
Hyman Nolker, and handed down a 
written decision, in which he said: 
“There was sufficient false swearing on 
both sides in this case to prevent anv 


affimative relief to either party.’’ 

The case was tried in the weelh be- 
ginning March 19 and was conci:ided 
March 27, when the Judge took it un:er 
advisement. Depositions were taken here 
and in New York and large aums of 
money were expended by Nolketr in co)- 
lecting testimony as to his wife's cur- 
duct when she was studying in Paris fur 
the operatic stage and when she lived 
in New York and in the St. Regis Apart- 
ments in St. Louis. 

Men of so many different nationa.i. 
ties were named that the case took on 
an internationa!l aspect. Mrs. Nolker 
did not file a cross-bill and did not ask 
-a divorce. In her answer she denicd 
her hurhand’s allegations and alleged 
that he had neglected her and spent 
mueh of his time in company with 
other women at clubs in St. Louis and 
resorts in St. Louis County. 

Neither Nolker nor his wife was in 
court when the decision was handed 
down today. FP. H. Cullen, Mrs. Nolk- 
er’s attorney, was present. A. = 
Frumberg, counse! for Nolker, was 
absent, but was represented by his 
brother, Mitchell D. Frumberg. 

Judge's Statement. 

Judge Cave allowed $5000 to Mrs. Nolker 
for her expense money and attorneys’ 
fees in connection with the suit. In his 
decision, Judge Cave said: 

‘This case already has been the occa- 
sion of too many words and our dispo- 
sition of it will be confined to few. The 
husband as plaintiff seeks the divorce. 
‘Tine wife seeks nothing, except an allow- 
ance for her expense and attorneys’ 
iges in defending the case. 

“Without taking time to comment on 
the eviderce as to the conduct of the 
wife or to refer in detail to evidence as 
to any acts or alleged acts of the lus- 
band—for whatever the wife’s conduct 
i'may have been, the husband’s conduct 
in this case determines his right to a 
decree of divorce—suffice it to say that 
the plaintiff himself has not so dis- 
charged his duties as a husband as to 
enabled the Court to grant him the de- 
sired release. 

“The law has wisely provided 
that a party invoking the power of 
the Court must come with clean 
hands, and imposes on the, plaintiff 
the burden of satisfying the Court 
that he thas himself lived up to the 
obligations of a husband—the bur- 
den of showing that he had himself 
kept the bond, before he can sever it 
for the wife’s failure to do so. 

“Of Same Opinion Still.” 

“This the plaintiff has, in our opinion, 
failed to do. Such was our opinion at 
the close of the testimony, and we were 
ready to dispose of this case at that 
time, but, on request of counsel tor tie 
parties, we have waited and examincd 
their briefs, Only to be of the same o,in- 
fon still. 

“We might add that there was, it 
our inion sufficient false swearing 
on both @des in this case to prevent 
any affirmative relief to either.’ 

In announcing the allowance to Mra. 
Nolker for expenses and fees, the Court 
said: “The law has provided, wisely, or 
unwisely, that the husband must fur- 
nish the wife with the financial sinews 
of war in any contest between the two ”’ 


Eech Acveused the Other. 
Nolker alleged that Mrs. Nolker had 


spent thousands of dollars of his money 
having a gay time in Paris and other 
places in Europe while he was left to 
his own devices in St. Louis. In the 
evenings some of the time he would 
spend alone reading in his apartments 
rat the St. Regis, on Lindell boulevard. 
At other times he would go out with 
friends to various cafes and gardens in 
St. Louis and vicinity. He charged «hat 
the defendant received attention from 
many men on her travels. 
Mrs. Nolker filed an answer denying 
that her husband had grounds for 4i- 
vorce or that he was the innocent par- 
ty. She did not ask for a divorce, burt 
asked that the plaintiff's petition be dis- 
missed and that she have judgment 
against him for $23,000, of which $15,090 
was to be for her attorney and $10,000 to 
‘her other expenses Incidental to de- 
sadtred the case. 
Mre. Nolker explained that her prin- 
‘ipal reason for going abroad was ty 
continue her vocal studies, in which, sne 
said, she was encouraged by her hua- 
band. Severa! of the men about whose 
attentions Nolker complained were ar- 
Uats and she saw them professionally, 
she aaid.

MEN ARE 10 Bt 
RAFTED AT ONG 


Enough Will Be Called Out to 
Provide Army of a age 


Early Sending of Troops to 
France Thought to Require Re- 
serve Force of 125,000. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—Plans of the 
War Department to draft from 900,000 to 
1,500,000 men of the -10,000,000 who it is 
estimated will register tomorrow for the 
new army were disclosed today by Pro- 
vost Marshal-General Crowder to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee. Ex- 
emptions, he said, probably would result 


in reducing the number to 62,000 men 


for immediate service. 
While the War Department had vrizg- 
inally planned to first select 500,000 men, 


Gen. Crowder told the committee the 
plans had been revised, and it now wus 
proposed to require 625,000. To obtain 
this number, he said, it probably vould 
be necessary to draft at least ‘0,'7™, 
and possibly 1,500,000, because of ex- 
pected exemptions. 

Gen. Crowder told the committee th2 
additional 125,000 would be needed to fill 
up vacancies in the army of 500,000. and 
to -keep training camps in continous 
operation. When the criginal plans fur 
service from half a million men wete 
made, he said, the department had ?r:.‘t 
planned to send American forces abroad 
so soon. 43 

Casualties from ‘Gerbion | service, aick- 
ness, etc., in addition to the needs for 
training camp duty, he believed, :aaiv 
necessary a reserve of 125,000 mien. 

Gen. Crowder told the commitice ho 
favcred immediate drafting of men re;- 
istering rather than postponemeiit of 
the draft for several weeks after rewis- 
tration. He regards It as desirable that 
every drafted man know he is called and 
have a few weeks to make personul ur. 
rangements before joining the cvlors 

Details of m@king exemptions also 
were explained to the committee by tie 
provost Marshal-General. He aaid che, 
Government. did. not. contemplate — 
class exemptions but that all would “be 
personal. Farmers, factory operatives 
and other spécial classes would noc be 
exempted as such, nor territorially, tut 
all exemptions would te made individ- 
ually. 

The men drafted prot@bly will be in 
training camps by Sept. 1, Gen. Crowder 
said, and added that he favored berin 
ning selections within two weeks aftcr 
registration, so that exemption work 
may be expedited and notifications wn 
the final selections made by made as 
soon thereafter as possible. 

Final warning against evasion of the 
draft registration tomorrow or attempts 
to induce others to evade it was issued 
toGay by Attorney-General Gregory. He 
said he expected a few men in each com- 
mutity to refuse to register, but expect- 
ed no resort to force to prevent execu- 
tion of the law. 

“It is the duty of this department to 
prosecute evaders, and it is proposed to 
do so,”’ said the Attorney-General. 
Italians in the country were urged to 
register by the Prince Udine, head of 
Italy's war mission, in an address to a 
delegation of countrymen who called on 
him at the embassy. 

Rule as to Americans Abroad. 
It was announced today that the re- 
quirement of the new law that the reg: 
istration cards of mon absent from thelr; 
home precincts reach the precinct rey- 
istrar by June 5 would not be enforced 
against Americans now abroad In- 
structions sent to American Conatls. 
accompanying registration cards, how- 
ever, ask those who fill out the Dianks 
to get them back to the registrare as 
quickly as possible. 
The regulations provide that Ameri- 
cans’ returning to the United States 
must register within five days after 
their arrival at an American port. Rex«- 
istration with the Consulates abroad, 
however, is purely voluntary, and cun- 
not be enforced while the citizen re- 
maing out of the country. 
Probably by midnight Tuesday it wiil 
be possible to state with approximate 
accuracy the number of men who hsve 
presented themselves during the 14 hours 
of registration. A week later the lists 
of the.registrars wil! have reached 
Washirgton and further analysis will 
be possible. 
It was explained at the provost Mar- 
sha!l-Génergl's office that men of Polish 
nativity, ject to the registration act, 
who were born in sections of Poland 
now held by Germany or Austria, shocil 
register on June 5 as natives of Poland 
claimed by Germany or by Austria, as 
the case may be, and not as Germats 
or Austrians.

PARIS, June 4--The Germans have 
forced their way into French advanced 
positions on the salient near Froidmont 
on the Champagne front, according te 
the official statement issued by the War 
Office this morning.

“The artillery fighting became violent 
late yesterday on the front northwest of 
Froidmont farm. An attack at about 
p. m. against the salient in our line én- 
abled the enemy to gain a footing in ad- 
vanced positions. On the front of the 
Vaucierc and Californie plateaux the 
Germans @id not renew their attacks 
after sanguinary repulse yesterday, con- 
fining their af{forts td rather heavy bom- 
bardment.

LONDON, June 4—The British have 
recaptured the advanced post near Che- 
risy taken by the Germans in Saturday 
nigat's attack.

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American Railroad Commission Given 
Free Hand in Russia, 
PETROGRAD, June 4.—The American 
Railroad Commission, which arrived «it 
Viadivostok, can give an enormous serv. 
ice to Russia, in the opinion of N. V. 
Nekrasoff, Minister of Communications, 
expressed in an interview with the 
Associated Press. He was particularly 
convinced of this, he said, as he was 
leaving it an absolutely free hand to 

decide what Russian railways need. 

The commission wil! be furnished with 
interpreters and other assistants by the 
Foreign Office, which Nekrasoff says 
is taking a great interest in the Amer- 
ican body’s work. s 

“In pursuance of our policy in leav- 
ing the commission a free hand,"’ con- 
tinued Nekrasoff, ‘“‘we have no detaile4 
program for it. The commission will 
spend some days at Viadivostok tn order 
to arrange for the construction of a 
workshop for putting together American 
locomotives, which heretofore have been 
assembled only at Harbin. 

“On the way Chairman Stevens wil! in- 
spect the Siberian Railroad and decide 
on a report to us as to what defects 
there are in the construction and man- 
agement and how these may be rem- 
edied, 

“There 48 an enormous future, 
during; and after the» war, for Ameri- 
can producers in the construction of 
railroads and the supply of materials 
alike.

Baron Declares Original Aims of 
Ruining Central Powers Have 
Become Hopeless. 


He Suggests His Country Ask for 
Conference as Means of 
Escape From Anarchy. 


PETROGRAD, Jufie 4.—In a long d-c- 
laration published in the Dyen, Baron 
Rosen, former Russian Ambassador to 
the United States and former member 
of the council of the empire, suggests 
as a means of exit for Russi2 from her 
present chaotic condition a diplomatic 
conference with ‘thé entente allies ts ue- 
termine a possible basis for peace with 


the central Powers. The original a‘'ms 
of the war—the complete ruin of the 
enemy—have become hopeless, he ‘ie- 
clares, and the war promises to develop 
into a slow process of more or less sen- 
eral exhaustion of both sides. 

‘Russia is on the edge of a precipice, 
says Baron Rosen in his declaration. 
“Safety demands that she find an exit 
before the growing anarchy wrecks the 
country. She must look the truth in the 
eye. The watchword of ‘War to the 
end’ must be considered in the light of 
conditions. 

“Those conditions are becoming Worse 
with increasing disorganization. The 
enemy as well as the allies are informed 
of that fact. We are running the risk 
of being abandoned by the allies or left 
to the necessity of making a shameful 
peace if we defer following the only 
course comformable with dignity ard 
honor. We must abandon the use cf 
words which mean nothing clear and 
definite, and begin a diplomatic confer- 
ence with the allies and the Upited 
States, which has joined the coalition, 
and find out what conditions of peace 
will satisfy them and at the same time 
be in accordance with the spirit of the 
declaration of temporary government 
and the principles proclaimed by Presi- 
dent Wilscn.”’ 

Baron Rosen accnowledges that Russia 
is late with such a diplomatic sugges: 
tion, which, in‘his opinion, should have 
followed President Wilson’s appeal (9 
the belligerent countries. At. that tire, 
however, the governing classes of ail 
the countries were so intent upon the 
idea of the complete ruin of the eneniy, 
he comments, that no one Governnent 
could assert its readiness to solve tne 
problem of the war by conferences. 
“Thus,” he adds, “af unfortunate sit- 
uation was created, an exit from which 
was possible only by the injection of 1 
new and powerful Tfactor—the, Russian 
revolution. In this consists its great 
world importance. Russia was the first 
to have the courage to say aloud t!e 
definite word which has freed ev4ry- 
body from the bloody hypnosis uncer 
which the nations labored for nearly 
three vears.”’ 


Raron Rosen Admirer of U. 8S. and of 
Democracy: Strongly Anti-German. 
Baron Roman Romanovitch Rosen, 67 


vears old, is one of the most noted of 
Russians, and is particularly known for 
his admiration of the United States and 
of democratic Governments. His [amily 
is of Saxon descent, but has been known 
in Russia for 300 years. 

Few Russians know the United States 
as well as Baron Rosen, who 3% years 
ago was appointed Consul-General in 
New York. Later he was Charge d’Af- 
faires in Washington, during Presideat 
Cleveland’s first administration. 

From 1893 to the beginning of the 
war with Japan Baron Rosen was Rus- 
sian Ambassador to Tokio, and after his 
appointment as Russian Ambassader to 
the United States he was selected as 
one of the Russian peace commissioncrs 
at the Portsmouth conference. 

In March, 1914, Baron Rosen delivered 
a formidable warning to the Council of 
Empire, of which he was a member, *hat 
war With Germany was inevitable. He 
denounced the ‘‘hopeless reaction’’ cf the 
Rasputin party and plainly pointed to 
the dangers that might threaten’ the 
Romanoff dynasty. 

After the war had been in progress 
for a year he urged the Council of I'm- 
pire to abrogate all legislation restrict- 
ing the rights of the Jews and the law 
concerning Finland. 

In the presence of the Grand Dukes 
and other intimate friends of the Czar, 
Baron Rosen declared that “the great 
European conflict was not a conflict of 
interests but a conflict of ideas and 
principles; that Russia stood on the side 
of right and liberty fighting against ‘he 
trampling down of all rights by German 
militarism.” He added: “For the tri- 
umph of the ideas for which we are 
fighting it is necessary that in Russia 
itself there should no longer be irivs- 
tice or oppreasion.’’ Baron Rosen threw 
all of his influence against the pro-Ger- 
man intrigues of the Czarina and is 
known to have had frequent conferences 
with Sir George Buchanan, the. British 
Ambassagor, when it became evident 
that the revolivtion could not only not 
be averted but waar 'the only way to 
prevent a secret peace between Russia 
and Germany in the interests of autoc- 
racy.

VISITORS 


Delegates to Convention Attend 
Services in Churches Through- 
out City. 


Pulpits of many St. Louis churches 
were occupied yesterday morning by 
visiting ministers who talked on the 
value of publicity to churches and re- 
ligious movements. The clergymen came 
to St. Louis in connection with the con- 
vention of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World. 

The viewpoint of the ministers, as 
voiced in their sermons, was that news- 
paper advertising is often essential to 
the success of the church, or of religious 
campaigns undertaken for various pur- 
poses. The delegates to the convention 
attended the churches throughout the 
city. 

The Rev. Dr. Chester C. Marshal) of 
St. James’ Methodist Church, New York 
City, preached at the First Presbyterian 
Church, Sarah street and Washington 
boulevard, on the subject of applying 
modern business methods to church 
work. 

“Some people object to chureh adver- 
tising as merely a means to catch a 
crowd,’’ he said, ‘and not to constrain 
people to accept Jesus. This is only an- 
other proof that there are men in the 
ministry who do not oelong there. Some 
say that church advertising is undigni- 
fied. It is, sometimes, if the motive is 
selfish, or we are not trained in the fine 
art of advertising. If we advertise we 
will try harder to deliver the goods. We 
can reclaim lost trade and get new cus- 
tomers. We spend $100,000 to equip a 
plant for preaching and often fail to 
gather in the people for whom the out- 
lay was made. All kinds of advertising 
that are legitimate for high-class busi- 
ness are all right for the ehurch.’’ 

Church Is a Business. 

In a sermon at the Union Methodist 
Church the Rev. E. Robb Zebring. of 
Chicago declared that the greatest need 
of the churches was for agents who give 
their time to selling the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. To put religion to the front, he 
added, the. n Christianity must 
consider their church and religion as a 
business and themselves ag salesmen. 

“It Pays to Advertise,’’ was the sub- 
ject of the sermon of the Rev. D. D: 
Weigle of Philadelphia at the Third 
Baptist Church. He declared newspaper 
publicity was a good way to bring the 
church to the attention of the public, 
and also urged the use of slides at pic- 
ture shows and advertisements in street

the discrimination. 

The city government of St. Louis and 
manufacturers protested against the or- 
der and caused the introduction of the 
bill, which became a law, exempting 
municipally owned plants from the juris- 
diction of the commission. The inanu- 
facturers maintained a lobby at Jeifer- 
son City much of the time during the 


After the adjournment of the Legisia- 
ture it has been quietly talked, a State 
Senator from a rural county became 
drunk in St. Louts and told friends that 
he had been promised $750 for his vote 
and work in behalf of the bill, but that 
the money had not been paid, Accord- 
ing to the story, it was to have come 
from a leading Democratic member of 
the House, also representing a rural 
county.

Floats and Delegates Expected 
to Make Line in Downtown 
March Two Miles Long. 


Arrangements for the parade of dele- 
gates to the thirteenth annual conven- 
tion of the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of the World tonight along a downtown 
route, about three miles long, were com- 
pleted this morning. 

The line of delegates and floats, the 
latter ranging itn cost from $20 to $1500, 
is expected to be more than two miles 
long. It starts at 7:30 from Twenty-sec- 
cnd and Market streets and, after trav- 
ersing the principal streets of the busi- 
ness section east of Jefferson avenue, 
will disband on Twelfth street. 


The streets along the line of march 
will be kept clear of all other traffic by 
the police, aided by 500 Boy Scouts. 
Twelfth street between Locust and Mar- 
ket streets, which for the occasion has 
been named “Advertising Plaza,”’ has 

been strung with several thousand eelc- 
| tric lights, and decorated with white pil- 
lars, each of which is surmounted by the 
Advertising Clubs “Truth” emblem. 

Through this plaza the parade will 
pass just before disbanding, and there 
it will be viewed by visiting delegates 
and their families, who will occupy re- 
Served seats to which only persons 
wearing the official convention badge 
will be admitted. The reserved section 
has seats for 7500 persons. 

The floats, which are intended to be 
elaborate, will be illuminated by col- 
ored lights, and between them and sec- 
tions of the marchers 10 bands will be 
distributed.

DIQ «A GOOD BUSINESS 


| Many Women at Roadhouse 
Which Owner Said Was Livest 
Place Across River.

A Post-Dispatch reporter, investigat- 
ing violations of the Sunday- “closing law 
on the East Side yesterday, found sa- 
loons at Allen’s Park, Fairmont Park 
and Fairmont on the Edwardsville road, 
and at Grossroads, on the St. Louis «& 
O'Fallon Rallroad, running wide open 
and doing a thriving business. At all 
of the places many women were served, 
All of these places are in St. Clair 
County. Hubert BE. Schaumieffel is 
State’s Attorney of the county and*the 
duty of enforcing the. closing law de- 
volves chiefly upon him. Recently 
Schaumleffel said he would do as he 
was directed by the Attorney-General of 
the State with regard to the selling of 
liquor on Sundays in the county. Attor- 
ney-General Brundage. instructed. him 
two weeks ago to order the Mayors of 
Fairmount and Brooklyn to enforce the 
laws and to prosecute them for misfeas- 
atice in office if they failed to obey the 
orders. 

Crossroads Place Crowded. | 
Crossroads. a roodhouse and garden 
conducted , O. Hein, was crowded ali 
day and until nearly midnight, when the 
last car on the East St. Louis & Sub- 
urban electric line for St. Louis left the 
place. A dance pavilion operated in 
connection with the place was crowded 
and many of the girls on the floor ap- 
peared to be between 14 and 16 years 
old. Intoxicating liquors.were served to 
these girls between dances. _ 
Any men seeking introductions to 
some of the girls that they might dance 
were referred to “Mr. Wheatiey,” a 
youth, who seemed to be master of 
ceremonies in the dance pavilior. 
Wheatley said to the reporter: ‘You 
don’t need an introduction, just grab 
any girl on the floor that isn’t danc- 
ing; it'll be all right, they've got * to 
dance.’’ Admission to the dance pa- 
vilion was 2 cents. 

During the evening the barroom in the 
roadhouse was crowded at all times. 
Beer and whisky were served at the 
bar, as well as at the tables in the gar- 
den. No attempt was made to conceal 
the fact that liquor was being sold. The 
entrance to the barroom, only a few 
yards from the car tracks, was. open 
and persons passing could see into the 
saloon. | 

Two Fights in Garden, 
Two fights occurred in the garden, one 
between the bartender, who had gone 
outside for some fresh air, and a cus- 
tomer, and the other between two men 
who left the dance floor to combat. The 
latter fight resulted from the .woman 
companion of one of the men declaring 
that the other had laughed at her poor 
dancing when she passed him on the 
dance floor. 
The fighting did not cause any excite- 
ment among the women and girls pres- 
ent and many crowded about the little 
knot of men who gathered about the 
contestants and tried to peer over. their: 
shoulders the better to see the fight. 
The crowd at the place was made up 
of miners from the neighborhood and 
visitors from St. Louts and East St 
Louis. The late cars from the road- 
house toward St. Louis -were packed 
when they left the place. Most of the 
women and girls appeared to have come 
from St. Louis and East St. Louls..Many 
were unescorted. Several were intoxi- 
cated. 
A visit of a reporter to Crossroads 
on Sunday, a week ago, revealed 
much the same condition, although 
the crowd was smaller, because of 
rain which fell all afternoon and 
evening. On that occasion the bar- 
tender engaged in two fights in the 
barroom with cus®&mers. 
Hein, the proprietor of the place, 
told the reporter the rain hai “spoiled 
his fun” and invited him to return on 
some better Sunday, declaring he 
would show the reporter the “livest 
place on the Hast Side.” 


Drinks Sold Freely Elsewhere. 


At Allen's Park, yesterday, drinks were 
being sold freely, both in the barroom 
and a large adjoining room where there 
were tables and a dance floor. There 
was no dancing or music at Allen's, but 
many women were drinking at the ta- 
bles. 

Fairmont Park, a short disthnce down 
the road from Allen’s, was not doing as 
large a business as the latter place, but 
there were nearly 100 men and women 
seated at the tables inside the building 
during the time the reporter was at the 
place. 

Several saloons in Fairmont, a village 
of about 60 population, near Allen's and 
The 
reporter bought drinks at three of these 
places and was told that all of the 
saloons were open. There were 14 sa- 
loons in the village.

IKRONSTADT REBELS WANT 


NEW COUNCIL ELECTED. FOR 


WORKMEN 


AND SOLDIERS 


Denounce Present Delegates as Being ‘‘Bour- 
geois’-—-Say Warships Are Coming to 
Petrograd for Demonstration, 

Ice Breaker Appears. 


PETROGRAD, Sunday, June 3, via 
London, June 4.—Sailors from the Kron- 
stadt garrison, which recently declared 
its independence of the ‘central Govern- 
ment, arrived in Petrograd today and 
announced that warships at Kronstadt 
would come to Petrograd immediately 
and land men to make demonstrations. 
Later it was reported that sailors had 
made an attack at Gutuyeff Island, port 
of Petrograd. This proved to be untrue, 
but it caused intense excitement in the 
city and the sending of a military force 
to the port. The demonstrations did not 
materialize finally were regarded as 
being merely extremist boasts. 

The Kronstadt sailors who came to 
Petrograd said the demonstrations would 
be for the purpose of bringing about new 
elections of members of the council of 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ delegates, 
whose present members were denounced 
as Bourgeois. The sailors also demand- 
ed that former Emperor Nicholas be 
handed over to them.

Plosion at Gotuyeff. 
On visiting the Gutuyeff quarter the 


correspondent found that a vast fire had 
been burning for some time, having been 
partly extinguished. A large quantity of 
sulphur was afire. There were evidences 
ot a violent explosion. Windows at a 
considerable distance were broken. 

It appears that at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing the ice breaker Oranienbaum, instead 
of Kronstadt warships, arrived off Gutu- 
yeff. It was flying the red flag. On it 
were sailors and workmen who were 
singing the hymn of the Bolsheviki ex- 


'tremists. The ice breaker steamed up 


and down opposite the wharf, took on 
board a party of Petrograd workmen 
and departed. 

Simultaneously seven large cases of 
phosphorous on the wharf ignited. The 
fire extended to a quantity of salts, 
causing a violent explosion, after which 
the stores of sulphur caught fire and 
were consumed. No one was injured, 
and buildings close by were undamaged, 
except for the destruction of glass. |n- 
quiries show that it is altogether impos- 
sible that anyone landed from the ice 
breaker. The conflagration apparently 
was caused either by incendiaries from 
quarters other than Kronstadt, or, as 
official investigators on the spot sug- 
gest, by spontaneous combustion. 

Two Ministers Go to Kronstadt. 

M. Tehernoff, Minister of Agriculture, 
and M. Tseletelli, Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, are going to Kronstadt with 
a vigw to arranging settlement of the 
difficulty existing there. 

“Kronstadt will be declared morzlly 
boycotted, outlawed and cut off froin the 
rest of the empire unless it imniediately 
withdraws its defiance to the provisional! 
Goverriment,"’ was the statement made 
tg the Associated Press by Minister of 
Justice Perevizeff, who recently conJuct- 
ed negotiations with local extremists on 
behalf of the Petrograd Government and 
narrowly escaped being lynched by a 
pmob, owing to his insistence upon ihe 
release of an innocent officer who had 
been imprisoned. 

‘“‘Kronstadt’s defiance was discussed 
yesterday by the Council of Ministers,” 
he continued, in his interview. ‘‘Al!, in- 
cluding the Socialist Ministers acree 
that the Government must not tolerate 
declarations of independence by sepirate 
districts. ‘In this we are absvulutely sup- 
ported by the Petrograd Counci' of Dep- 
uties, proof to this effect being shuwn 
today when two Deputies have gone to 
the fortress with the aim of bringing tne 
rebels to reason. 

“Kronstedt exaggerates its strength. 
We have here sufficient troops and ships 
to cuerce the rebels. We could also 
easily blockade the island and starve it 
but we colleagues are agreed that 
such measures are not desirable. In- 
stexd, the Cabinet tomorrow, if Kron. 
stadt kas not surrendered, probably will 
issue a declaration that the fortress 
town has turned traitor to the revolution 
and become: an enemy of Russia’s new 
freedom. We are convinced that the 
universal reprobation of Russia, w th- 
out harsher measures, will bring the ex- 
tremists to reason. 

“Kronstadt always has been a difficult 
problem. Many pulitically uneducated 
visionaries and extremists are there, ani 
alao many of avowedly criminui types. 
We do not take this revolt too seriously. 
Formerly, when we had trouble in Kron- 
stadt, we temporized because we 
feared the result of stern measures if 
the Germans attacked. Lately we have 
taken measures which make a German 
attack absolutely impossible. Therefore, 
no harm can come to Russia from an‘’- 
thing Kronstadt can do. You may ie 
assured that Kronstadt's boast of inde- 
pendence is doomed to a speedy end.” 
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Lender of Kronstadt Revolution 
Youthful Chemistry Student. 
KRONSTADT, Ruesia, Friday, June 1. 
—The hero of the new Kronstadt revo- 
lution, which yesterday deposed the Pe- 
trograd provisional Government, is a 
youthful chemistry student of the Pe- 


Piaint. It is merely the concrete ex- 
pression of a new idea for democracy.” 
Asked whether Kronstadt expects a 
collision with the provisional Govern- 
ment, Lamanoff answered: 


“No; on June 14 there will meet the 
pan-Russian congress of delegates of the 
councils of Deputies from all quarters. 
This congress, in my opinion, provides 
the nucleus for Russia's future admin- 
istration. Until it meets the Petrograd 
ministers will hardly venture to take 
measures against us. Remember that 
independent Kronstadt does not stand 
for the complete dissolution of the em- 
pire; but the bonds must be extremely 
tenuous. Locally our program is a 
strong Government. Here is the first 
instance.’’ 

Lamanoff then produced a decree 
signed by himself on Wednesday order- 
ing the immediate arrest and dispatch 
tem the front of every male found intox- 
icated. 

“T have already arrested several men 
tho had become intoxicated,” he an- 
nounced. “Ws shall show them no 
mercy. 

Lamanoff boasted of the vhinenna or- 
der that prevailed in the town and of 
how its streets were the cleanest in 
Russia. On asking him if he had the 
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| material power for the enforcement of 
his schemes, he replied that his brother, 
Peter Lamanoff, g lieutentant in rank, 
had been appointed commander of all 
the sailors and marines in Kronstadt. 

“In my becoming President.’ contin- 
ued Lamanoff, ‘‘Kronstadt's policy to- 
ward the war remains unchanged. The 
forte are in a better defensive condition 
than ever and it is not true that the 
men are insufficiently officered. All 
the technical commands now are held‘ 
by expert officers, but many high fight- 
ing commands are held by plain sol- 
diers, who work admirably, as.the of- 
ficers themselves admit. 

“You may deny any reports that Kron- 
Stadt intends taking provocative. unpa- 
triotic action. If the Germans come, 
they will get a warm reception.”’

Federal Agents Are Being Ap-

SURPLUS WILL BE -NOTED

It Is Hoped to Recruit Retired 
Farmers and City Volunteers 
to Save the Crops. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Under the 
Government plan for the organization 
of farm labor, the details of which are 
announced by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, provision is 
made for nation-wide co-operation in 
the solution of the farm help problem 
The work of organization already has 
been started in about forty states, and 
it is expected that eventually every 
community in the United States will be 
reached. It is believed that the resul- 
tant utilization of emergency labor will 
begin to have an appreciable effect on 
the farm labor situation before the sea- 
son has far advanced. 

Meanwhile, the immediate and acute 
problem of supplying labor for the har- 
vests, now under way in the Southwest, 
is being handled, so far as the United 
States Government's services are con- 
cerned, through the existing employ- 
ment service of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, which will continue 
to handle such problems of mass mobili- 
zation under the new plan as it has ip 
the past. 

Federal and State Co-Operation. 
The plan is based on close co-opera- 
tion on the part of the U. 8S. Depart- 
ment of Axgriculture and the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor with state commit- 
tees on national defense charged wit 
labor matters, with the state agricul- 
tural colleges, with the county agents 
and with county or local or township !a- 
bor committees or representatives or 
representatives to be established ir ev- 
bercfecality, .

Of course, they 
are not allowed the great (apparentiy) 
privilege aimed at by bigoted and usually 
worthless negroes of social equality. But 
mo self-respécting negro desires social 
equality as it is generally understood. 
| It ie true that we lynch negroes for rape, 
and will ¢ontinue to do so, so long as the 
crime ig committed.

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MUD AND MORALS. 
Attorney-General Brundage of Illinois has 
drawn the issue between mud and morals in St. 
Clair County. Fairmount, near Past St. Louis, 
used to have a great deal of mud and a commen- 
surate quantity of morality. It is now nicely 
rid of most of its mud and a large amount of its 
morality. The Mayor and Aldermen want to con- 
tinue bartering the town’s morality for the money 
that makes the mud go. 

Fairmount got rid of ite mud by welcoming dis- 
orderly saloons which paid for the privilege of 
breaking the laws. It was not put that way in 
the compact; evidenced by the license granted by 
the city, but it worked out that way. There was 
gambling and the 14 saloons in the town of 600 
were conducted in a disorderly manner to at- 
tract disorderly patronage from St. Louis and 
East St. Louis. 

The Attorney-General wrote to Mayor Thomas 
ordering him to enforce the laws. The Mayor 
gathered his Aldermen together and hurried to 
Springfield and’ they told the Attorney-General! 
about the mud that they used to have, now hap- 
pily no more because of the granitoid sidewalks 
that had been built with the money obtained by 
permitting the saloon keepers to violate the laws. 
The Attorney-General agreed that mud was 
bad, but reminded them that there were worse 
things, and one worse thing was for a community 
to profit by permitting immorality in its midst. 
It were better, he told them, for a community 
to wade in mud than to wade in lawlessness. 
They were given the choice of switching back to 
law or having him do it for them. They have 
promised that within 30 days they will find a way 
to preserve a more even balance between mud 
and morais.

President Wilson’s proclamation makes it plain 
that it will be useless to try to evade military 
registration. Tuesday by leaving American soil. 
Even if slackers reach Mexico or Canada or put 
to sea, they will be prosecuted when they return 
to the jurisdiction of the United States. 
The essential fact for all men between the ages 
of 21 and 80 inclusive to remember is this:* That 
by the provision of the act of May 18— 

Any person who shall willfully fall or refuse 
to present himeelf for registration, or to sub- 
mit thereto as herein provided, shall be guilty 
of a miedemeanor and shall upon conviction 
in a Gistrict court of the United States having 
jurisdiction thereof be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year and shal! 
thereupon be duly registered. 


Those who prefer to go to jail before they reg- 
ister can do 80, but they will be registered anyway. 
Those who believe that “when we resist registra- 
tion we shall be resisting conscription” are doubly 
mistaken. They are merely inviting arrest and 
imprisonment without in the least canceling their 
military obligations. Those who expect to be mar- 
tyre pre likewise doomed to disappointment. The 
American people have not taken kindly to the 
species of martyr who seeks to win his martyr- 
dom by disloyalty to the Government in time of 
war, or by dodging military service or by Inciting 
others to shirk. 

Ten years after the Civil War no man was proud 
of having been a Copperhead. No descendant of 
a Copperhead ever boasted of his ancestors’ atti- 
tude toward the Government in the hour of its 
extremity. Today the men who fought in the 
‘yanks of the South are held in high honor and 
esteem. On Seminary Ridge at Gettysburg the 
heroic statue of Robert E. Lee faces the heroic 
statue of George G. Meade on Cemetery Ridge.

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SOCRATES ON THE SUBMARINE CAMPAIGN. 


OORATES: Someone raised the point at the 
Agora last night that inasmuch as four months 
have elapsed since the Germans undertook their sub- 
marine campaign, it would perhaps be interesting to 
have me say what I thought of it. I was very glad to 
respond to such a suggestion, and therefore stood up 
on my soapbox and expressed what I felt to be true 
of that tremendous experiment. I say tremendous not 
only because the submarine is a new and potent 
weapon of warfare, but because of the consequences 
to herself of failure in such a eampaign as Germany 
has undertaken. There has hardly been another such 
instance in history of contempt for the world and the 
world’s opinion. We may assume that if the subma- 
rine campaign had succeeded, there need not have 
been any apology upon the part of Germany for it. 
Might would have made it right. That is, this would 
have been true so far as anyone could have done any- 
thing about it. Its failure is quite a different thing. 
It involves a great deal more than the mere physi- 
cal defeat of Gegman arms. The thing stands as 
wrong, and having been without the might to make 
it right, Germany is left to bear the odium of having 
attempted it.

Nor is the mother any more concerned 
about providing some hapless young 
man with a good wife than she is some 
unfortunate young woman with a good 
husband. She raises her daughter up 
to be spoiled and extravagant and lazy 
and shiftless, with no consideration for 
any other human being on earth but 
herself. 


She doesn’t even teach her daughter 
how to cook or to Manage a house, so 
that her husband will be sure of a com- 
fortable home. She doesn’t teach her 
daughter how to sew or how to Save, 
or even how to spend money 80 as to get 
the best out of it, so that she may be 
a real helpmeet to -her husband. 

On the contrary, nothing is more com- 
mon than to hear mothers say: ‘I’m 
not going to teach my daughters how 
to cook. There'll be time enough for 
them to learn that after they get mar- 
ried,’” or “I’m going to indulge my 
daughters in everything I can. It will 
be time enough for them to do without 
things after they are married,’’ and 
the mothers dump these selfish, undisci- 
plined, incompetent girls on unsuspect- 
ing men without a pang of remorse for 
the misery they are inflicting on the 
poor husbands.

That is why foreign depositors have 
nearly three-fourths of the money in 
the postal savings bank. 


The citizen who wants to get 6 
per cent on his money, to say nothing 
of him who would like to get 7 or 
8 per cent, will never be content with 
the 2 or 2% per. cent paid by the 
Postoffice Department. But there 
are a surprising number of people 
who prefer the smaller interest with 
the absolute safety assured by the 
national Government, rather than a 
bigger income with some risk. 


To this class of depositors the 
postal savings system has been ren- 
dered more attractive by the action 
of Congress, which, in addition to 
raising the deposit limit, removed 
the vexatious restriction of deposits 
to a maximum of $100 per month. 
Under the old plan it was not allow- 
able for a depositor to deposit more 
than $100 in one month. Nowadays 
any sum up to $1000 may be deposited 
at one time. This convenience is 
going to attract the funds of people 
who suddenly come into possession of 
money which they wish to put aside 
in a place where it will be absolutely 
secure.

HERE is still time in this section 
7 to grow vegetables, say special- 
ists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but no time should 
be lost. If you have not already done 
£0, plow your garden at once and get 
the crops in at the earliest possible 
moment. 
It is too late to make successive plant- 
ings of peas, but it is worth while to 
chance one planting yet. Grow as many | 
things as possible for winter use. Such 
vegetables as potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
cnions, cabbage, carrots and beets may 
be kept in their natural state for win- 
ter use, and should be included, there- 
fore, in the garden. 
The following cultural suggestions are 
made for the crops which may yet be 
planted with fair chances of success 
throughout most of the Zone: 
PEAS.—Plant peas in rows 3 or 4 feet 
apart for horse cultivation or 2% to 3 
feet apart for hand cultivation. Space 
the seed about 1 inch apart In the rows. 
A pint of seed is sufficient for a 1- 
foot row. 
BEETS—Beets may be planted at any 
time from now on. The young, tender 
beets make fine greens and every gar- 
dener should make an immediate plant- 
ing so there wi.l be an ampl? supply.

“People accuse us of being rebels. You 
may call us rebels if you care’ to, but 
we are extremely proud of the kind of 
rebelion we started.

Read the 
history of the Ulster plantation and see 
what this little colony went through dur- 
ing the hundreds of years tha« this 
handful of people have been hanging on 
to this corner of Ireland.’’ 

Clark grew extremely warm in is- 
cussing the situation. 

“It ts remarkable the extent to which 
the United States has been fooled on 
this question,” he continued. “You hear 
a great deal of talk about the Irishmen 
who have gone to America anil pros- 
pered. It is constantly referred to as 
proof that the Irishman will prosper 
when given a chance. 

“Do the people of America realize that 
most of the really successful men whe 
have emigrated came from the north 
and not the south of Ireland? In other 
words, they were not Trishmen at all, 
according to our friends in the south,
